DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Responsive to the amendment filed 14 May 2009, claims 19, 35, 41 , and 43 are 
amended. Claims 19-20, 22-32, 35, 37-39 and 41-47 are currently under examination. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

2. Responsive to the amendment filed 14 May 2009, the previous grounds of 
rejection are withdrawn. 

Drawings 

3. Figures 1,2,3, 4, 5, and 6 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 19-20, 22-32, 35, 37-39 and 41-47 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to Ladousse have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 14 May 2009 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejections of the claims based upon Ladousse. Dr. Nagesh Sonti, inventor of the 
instant case, has stated that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have applied the 
teachings of Ladousse in a method of shaping gear teeth of a power transmission gear 
as claimed. Dr. Sonti has also stated that the method of Ladousse would result in 
substantial distortion in the gear tooth profile, and thus one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not have applied the teachings of Ladousse to a method of producing net shaped 
gear teeth as claimed in claims 19, 35, 41 , and 43.
